William Wilkerson, for many years 
Jailor of Fayette County, and noted for 
his fidelity to truth, related to a Lexing- 
ton Leader contributor the following pa- 
thetic incident of heroism which he wit 
nesscd shortly after the battle at Rich- 
mond, Ky.. in 1862: 

"A son of my friend, Hon, Cassius M 
Clay, was killed in tha fight at Richmond, 
and it was made my duty to visit the bat 
tlefleld to identify the body and take it to 
bis father s home. While riding slowly 
over the scene of the battle 1 heard 
groans, which I was lure came from a 
cornfield near at hand. Looking down 
the corn rowa I soon discovered two 
wounded soldiers lying about forty yards 
apart. Oae was a Federal and the other 
a Confederate. A cannon ball had broken 
and terribly mangled both of the Cunfed- 
•rate's legs, while the Federal was shot 
through the body and Hugh. 

" I am dying fur water,' I heard the 
Federal say Juntas I discovert d them 
His wards sounded as if they came from 
a parched mouth. 

" I have some water in my canteen. 
You are welcome to a drink if you'll 
come here,' aaid the Coafederate, who 
had feebly raised his head from the 
ground to look at bis late enemy when he 
heard his pitiful cry for water. 

" 'I couldn't move to save my life.' 
groaned the Federal, aa he dropped his 
bead to the ground, while his whole 
body quivered with agony. 

"Then I beheld an act of heroism j 
which held me spellbound until it was j 
too late for me to give the assistance I : 
should have rendered. The Confederate 
lifted his head again and took another 
look at hia wounded foe. and I saw an 
expression of tender pity come over his 
pain distuned face, as said: 

" 'Hold out a little longer, Yank, and 
HI try to come to you.' Then the brave 
fellow, by digging his fingers in the 
ground and catching hold of tho corn 
stalks, painfully dragged himself to the 
Federal's tide, the blood from his man 
gled legs making a red trail the entire 
diatance. The tears ran down my cheeks 
like rain, and, out of sympathy for him, 
I groaned every time he moved, but I was 
so lost to everything except the fellow's 
heroism thit I did not once think of help 
ing bim. 

"When the pttlafttl journey was fin- 
ished be offered his canteen to the Fed- 
eral, who took it and drank eagerly, the 
water seeming to sizzle as it passed down 
bia parched throat. Then, with a deep 
sigh of relief, be reached out to tbe Con- 
federate, and it was plain to see as they 
clasped banda and looked into each oth-

IN SECRECY 

The Arbitration Treaty Will Be 
Considered in the Senate. 



The Prospects for its Ratification Are 
Considered Very Good. 




A Vote May 1W> Reached Be for. the End 
of th. HV.lt Th. R. publican Ma 
bara «f th. Way. .ndllwat Ton 
mlttaa Hold A not Mr Be.alon. 

Washington, Feb, 9. — By the de- 
ciaive vote of 40 to nine the aenato 
Monday afternoon after a discussion of 
almost two hour*, voted not to con- 
aider the (reueral treaty of arbitration 
between the United States and Great 
llritain with open doors. Secrecy will 
be maintained and the tradition* of 
the aenate will be perpetuated. 

The discussion of the day, which 
continued close on to 0 o'clock, showed 
that the chancea for the ratification of 
the treaty are better than many of its 
friends supposed. The opposition 
singularly enough appears to be con- 
fined to tho silver men who supported 
the ticket headed by Mr. liryan. It is 
believed by the more sanguine advo- 
cates of tho convention that the vote 
may be reached before the end of the 
week, but this is disputed by many 
who say that the vote will be some- 
what protracted. 

When the treaty was taken up on its 
merits Mr. Sherman, as chairman of 
the committee, made a ahort but ef- 
fective speech. He denied the state- 
ments that any of the interests of the
